On the 11th Nov<=mbei', 1977 at about midnight, about 
SIX to seven armed miscreants entered village Nenore near 
Narsiiigaih with a view lo commit dacoity. They caught 
hold of a villager and assaulted him with a view to gain in- 
formation fiom him about the village. Ihe peison who 
was assultcd raised a hue and cry as a result of which one 
Gopi i..al laished to his rescue. The dacoits fired at Gopi 
Lai lo scare him away and injured him. On hearing (he 
gun shots, Sub-Inspectoi Ram Prasad Yadav, who was stay- 
ing in the village on leave, immediately lan to the rescue 
of the persons assulled and with the help of villagers 
challenged the dacoils. An encounter took place between 
the villagers and the dacoits in which Sub-inspector Yadav 
was shot dead, ecauso of the brave act inspired by the Sub- 
Inspector, the dacoits could not loot the village and de- 
camped with property only worth Rs. 1100/-. His timely 
action saved tlie villagers from the depredation of the dacoits 
although he lost his life m the process. 

Sub-Inspectoi Ram Piasad Yadav exhibited a high sense of 
devotion to duty, couiagc and bravciy and laid his life in the 
true sense .and tradition of the seivicc.

On the night inlci veiling 8th & 9th March, 1976, Constnblc 
Naresh Chand Pundey and Constable Radii Singh of Police 


Station Chaiidpur, District Fatehpur, while on night patrol- 
ling duty, received information regarding the movement of 
criminals towards village Ghamklicia, They went to the 
village immediately and collected members of the village 
defence society, ’fhey heard shots being fired and an alatam 
being raised near the house of Ram Kishore Bharbhtija. On 
realising that a dacoity was probably being committed there, 
they rushed to the house and tired two rounds in order to 
scaie away the dacoits, The dacoits beat a hastyj| retreat 
but were hotly puisiied by the Constables. The fleeing 
dacoils tried to commit a dacoity in village Bbima-ka-Dera 
tmd were chased away Irani there also by the police party. 
Thereafter, the dacoits attempted a dacoity in village 
Mohamdipur. The Police Constables 1 cached the village 
and tired several lounds at the dacoits in order to scare them 
away. Constable Ihindcy, unmindful of the risk to his life, 
overpowered one of the dacoits. Seeing this, two other 
dacoits armed with guns rushed to the rescue of the aiTcstcd 
dacoit and threatened to kill the Constable. He. however, 
rebuked them and commtinded them to surrender. The 
dacoils nevertheless fired upon Constable Pandey who 
received gun shot injuries in his chest and succumbed to the 
injuries on way lo the hospital. The dacoits managed to 
escape leaving behind some of theii belongings. 

In this encounter Constable Naicsh Chand Pandey showed 
exemplary initiative and devotion to duty and laid down his 
lile in his bid to capture dangeious armed dacoils,

On the 28th December, 1976, an armed gang of 10—12 
dacoits crossed into Indi.an territory and were likely to com- 
mit dacoit in certam border villages. A patrol party consis- 
ting of Shri Arjun Singh Head Constable, Jaipal Singh, 
Mchar Chand and Om Parkash, Constable was detailed to 
deal with Ihe gang In the early hours of the 29th December, 
1976 the patrol party reached the outskirts of village Mural 
and laid an ambush for the dacoit gang. As the dacoits 
reached the outskirts of the village they were challenged 
whereupon they tried to escape across the border. Some of 
the dacoits, however, took vanhige position on a high ground 
and opened fire on the patrol p.uty. An encounter between 
the patrol party and the dacoits ensured for about h.alf an 
hour. In disregard of the risk involved, Shii laipal Singh 
crawled to a high point on the rear of the dacoits. The 
gang leader spotted Jaipal Singh and opened fire upon him. 
Shii Jaip.al Singh returned the fire ancl killed the dacoit. 
Another dacoit tried lo overpower Shri Jaipal Singh but he 
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diiplayeJ rare courage and giea) ptc'encc of mind and in 
a hand to hand fight hit the dacoit on his licad with the butt 
of his rifle and managed to save hiniselt. The dacoit, along- 
with another, who was the chief lieutenant of the g.ang leader 
was apprehended. The patrol paily also surrounded one 
more dacoit and arrested him. The other dacoits escaped 
into the Pakistan tcrritoiv under covr of daikne.ss. 

In the encounter with the .armed dacoits Shri Jaipal Singh 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry and in disregard of his 
personal safety killed one dacoit and apprehended three 
dacoits along with arras and ammunition

2. The Asian Games Federation have entrusted the hold- 
ing of the Asian Games to the Indian Olympic Association 
which has set up an Organising Committee for the actual 
conduct of the Asian Games 1982. 

3. The Government of India and the Delhi Administration 
have agreed to provide the arrangements for the holding 
of the Games. They have envisaged for these arrangements, 
an estimated investment of Rs. 21 crores by the Central 
Government and its agencies and Rs. 6.8 crores by the Delhi 
Administration, Delhi Municipal Corporation and the New 
Delhi Municipal Committee. 

4. In order to ensure that the facilities required for the 
standards prescribed and in time, that the funds sanctioned 
conduct of the Games are provided according to the 
for this purpose arc utilised in the manner approved by the 
Government, and to coordinate the action to be taken in 
this regard by the varions Departments of the Centi^ 
Government and other authorities such as the Delhi Adminis- 
tration, Delhi Development Authority etc. the Government 
of India have decided to appoint a Steering Committee under 
the Chairman.ship of the Home Minister.

These will cover inter-alia construc- 
tion of sports stadia, sports village, improvement 
of existing sports facilities, purchase of equip- 
ment and arrangements in regard to law and order, 
communications, health, transport etc. 

(2) To coordinate, for ensuring satisfactory process 
and timely completion of arrangement, the work of 
the Central Government agencies and other bodies 
like the Delhi Administration, Delhi Development 
Authority etc. The Organising Committee set up 
by the Indian CRympic Association will be expected 
to indicate, wherever necessary, its requirements 
and specifications in regard to the arrangements for 
the conduct of the Games. 

(3) To advise the Organising Committee on issues 
which are referred to it. 

(4) To keep the Government of India informed in 
regard to all matters connected with the Asian 
Games 1982 and particularly those which have 
financial implications. 

(5) To decide any other issue which may arise gene- 
rally in connection with the Asian Games 1982.
